Oral Polio Vaccine To Be Offered By Health Unit 


This vaccine will be offered to 
everyone in the population over the 
age of three months during a mass 
immunizing campaign scheduled 
to start during November this 
year. 

Two doses of vaccine will be 
offered to everyone, and an add¬ 
itional third feeding to anyone who 
has not completed a course of three 
injecUons of Salk vaccine. It is 
extremely important that as many 
people as possible receive the 
vaccine, and that all members of 
a family receive it at approxim¬ 
ately the same time. The first 
feeding is expected to commence 
on the 19th of November, and sub¬ 
sequent feedings will begin on tne 
14th of January and 11th of 
March, 1963. Every effort wili be 
made to complete each feeding 
within a period of two weeks so 
that there will be an interval of 
six weeks between the end of one 
round and the beginning of the 
next. 

It is anticipated that school 
children will be given tne vaccine 
at school, where they can be more 
easily organized. These children 
will be given a special consent 
form to take to their parents for 


signature and return to the 
teacher. 

Pre-school children and adults 
will be given the vaccine at clinics 
set up throughout the Health Unit 
area at specified times and days. 
It will not be possible to administer 
vaccine at the Regular Baby Clinics 
for several reasons, but the Sabin 
Vaccine Clinics will probably be 
located in, or near, to the existing 
clinic buildings Clu'.dien should 
attend with a parent as in most 
cases a consent form will have to 
U signed at the time ;f H.lnunis- 
tration of the vaccine. Fathers are 
particularly requested to partici¬ 
pate in this campaign, and in order 
to obviate interference with work, 
it is likely that evening sessions 
will be held at some of the clinic 
centres. 

In order to undertake a campaign 
of this magnitude, we shall require 
the help of a considerable number 
of volunteer workers, particularly 
registered nurses. Each clinic will 
probably require at least four 


volunteers for recording and direc¬ 
tion, in addition to two nurses one 
of which will be a public health 
nurse. 

I must emphasize that this cam¬ 
paign will in no way interfere with 
our existing programme for the 
administration of Salk vaccine by 
injection. The combination of the 
two vaccines will give almost 100% 
protection against poliomyelitis. 

This letter is being circulated to 
various organizations which I feel 
will be interested in the campaign, 
and who will be able to offer some 
assistance in carrying out this 
extremely important service. 

I should be grateful if those 
groups willing to participate 
would communicate with my 
office. I intend to hold meetings 
with volunteers in late September 
or October to explain the program 
and discuss details.
